To the inhabitants of the Town of Hart's Location in 
the County of Carroll in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Willey House Post 
Office in said Hart's Location on Tuesday, the 12thday of 
March next, at nine o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1, To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may benecessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of same, 


3. To authorize the Selectmen to borrow sums of inoney 
as may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations of same, 


4, To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of 16,61 {amountbeing seven cents per thou- 
sand dollars of equalized valuation) for the White Moun- 
tain Region Association, 


5. To see if the town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Municipal 
Accounting Division and make appropriation to cover the 
expense of same, 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise Town Rad 
Aid, $21.03 to be used with State Highway Department 
quota of $140, 19 for all town roads, 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for all town roads, 


8, Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$200.00 for fire equipment and expenses, 


9.To see if the town will vote to pay the salaries in 
the first week of December. 


10, To see what action the town will take on Mr. 
Miller's petition re Sawyer's River access road, 


11, To act upon any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
